and could not he seen floating on the 
waves at night. In an o th er instance, 
seventy cases of opium, containing 
IOO five-tael cans each and valued 
at approxim ately $450,600, were in­ 
tercepted by custom s officials. This 
is, said to be the largest single seiz­ 
ure ever m ade in the United States. 
But all of the sm uggling 
is not 
through ports of entry. The o rgani­ 
zations also work across the in te r­ 
national boundaries.
